3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Mark Williams on 7/22/05. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment filed 6/29/05 especially in view of applicants remarks, as well as the 
Examiner's Amendment 7/22/05, place the application into condition for allowance as 
follows: 1 ) The amendment 6/29/05 by specifying in the independent claims that 
programmatically modifying the graphical program is performed automatically, without 
any user specifying the modification. 2) The Examiner's Amendment 7/22/05 corrects 
101 issues by rewording the independent claims to recite that the method is executing 
on a computer, and that the medium is a physical storage memory containing the 
program instructions. The claims are directed to a system and method and medium for 
executing a program that in turn generates a graphical program which comprises a flow 
diagram of interconnected nodes that visually indicate the functionality of the graphical 
program. The graphical program is executable to perform that functionality according to 
the flow diagram. Furthermore, this graphical program generation (GPG) program 
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receives information specifying functionality of the graphical program, and automatically 
modifies the graphical program to implement the desired functionality, without any user 
input. Thus information is received regarding the desired functionality, and the 
interconnected nodes of the flow diagram of the graphical program are automatically 
modified to reflect and to be capable to execute accordingly the desired new 
functionality. The features as combined are not set forth in the prior art of record. 
Also, double patenting issues do not apply because the claims of the present invention 
distinguish over the claims of any of the inventor's or assignee's prior patents in the 
manner in which the present invention is directed to the modification of the graphical 
program.
